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TRAVEL.9 IN EGYPT. 

Thefollov.ing thrilling account of tlic peo- 
ple of Abjwsinin and Kordofun we find in a 
copy of the Westminster Review of 18-15: 

In 1837, Ignatius flu II me, a Bohemian by 
birth, undcrioi-k a journey to Kordofun, one 
of the most southern provinces of Kitypt, on 
a commission ol exploration from a mercan- 
tile establishment at Cairo, with a view to 
commeicial objects. l'alltne seems to have 
been eminently fitted for the undertaking. 
He had resided sufficiently long in Egypt 
to become familiar with the Arabic and col- 
loquial dialect of the people, and former ex- 
cursions towards the interior had mad-e hitn 
well acquainted vvit.'i ni.t've habits. 

Kordofun was originally peopled by noma- 
dic tribes from the Nubian mountains, one 
of which, called Mount Kordofan, gave its 
name to the plains be low it and most of the 
Hurroutiding country. These were sutiju- 
gated in 1 770 by the Kins "f Shennaar, {a 
country bordering upon Shim) who in turn 
was conquered by the Sultan of Dirfour; 
and MHeks governed the country in the 
name of the Sultan of Darfonr from 1781 to 
1S21. During this epoch the country was 
jirosperous. 

Commerce extended i nail directions ; cara- 
vans brought the produce from Abyssinia, 
the interior of Africa, and from Egypt, into 
the two towns of Lobeid and Uara, whence 
the greater part was transported into other 
countries. Abundance miulit be said to reign 
everywhere, and there was no want of any 
neccessaries, whilst all were wealthy, and 
even the women of the less opulent inhabi- 
tants wore golden rings in their noses and 
ears, and many even go) Jen bracelets and 
silver anklets round their feet. No other 
metal but goltl or silver was to be seen in 
the decoration of the women, and many 
female slaves even wore gold ab.iut their 
persons. Agriculture and cattle bleeding 
flourished, and there were few inhabitants 
in the country who did not to a certain ex- 
tent devote themselves to commerce, The 
whole population, in fttC, lived free from 
care, and was wealthy, singing and danciiis 
resounded from place to place; in short, 
this was the golden age of Kordofan. 

An iron age was approaching. In 1821, 
Mahomet Ali undertook the conquest ol 
Kordofan, A brigade of 4500 infantry and 
cavalry, attended with 800 Bedouin's, and 
eight pieces of artillery, were sent on the 
expedition, The men ol Kordofan defended 
the freedom of their country with desperate 
valor, and a severe battle was fought near 
I.obeid, the capital ; but unprovided with 
firearms, all resistance was ultimately vain. 
The town was plundered and nearly wholly 
sacked, and the whole country surrendered, 
with the exception of u distant mountain 
tribe. 

Kordofan was now annexed to Egypt, and 
a son-in-law of Mahomet Ali, who headed 
bis troops, was made governor ol the pro- 
vince. This man speedily acquired, under 
the title of the dafturdar, the infamous repu- 
tation ol a Nero. It is difficult to believe 
that a monster could exist in human shape 
capable of the acts of cruelty reported of 
him by former African travelers, ami now 
simflrmed ; but wo ure told that many per- 
sons are still living whose testimony could 
be adduced as eye- witnesses of his deeds of 
horror, ami themselves suliereis by nil cru- 
elly. Pallino says ; 

1 may, pothapt, bo permitted to Ullia*] 
trato a tew traits in the churaclcr of this 
ruthless tyrant by narrating some of bis 
feats ; it will then become evident that this 
nourishing country Could but •ink in a very 
short time, as the natural consequence ol his 

oppressive tyranny : and that a considerable ; 

period must tdupso bofnre it will be ublu to 
recover itself but slightly. 

A soldier who had stolen a sheep from a 
petsMiit was eiinuhl in Ilia veiy hoi. He not 
only lehiMid to return the stolen goods, but 
even maltreated the peasant. Confiding in 
the eqililv of bis cause, the latter thought ho 
should more probably hare justice done him 
by the governor Hi m by any one else, and 
entered a complaint against the soldier. 

The daTtiirdar listened very patiently to (he 

story; but when llm peasant had limshrd, 
Ihn tyrant accosted bun in at. uogrr mice 
with thu words; "And « ith these tulles you 
trouble liuf" Thin tninni/" lO hil attend- 
ants, he onleind the peiiisiit to be brought 
bob, re ihn Udi ; they understood iuunedi- 
nlely 'that he meant by ihn ka'|l, I Uatllll N.

and hound him to the mouth of the gun, I

His vmy servants, OOltalatinfl nut only of 
.lave., but U f |reo Arab, and Turk., al- 



though they might be regarded ns his exe- 
cutioners, stood in great owe of him, for he 
puuished'lhe slightest nfTence of which they 
might be guilty with every imaginable 
species of cruelly. Thus it happened that 
one of these servants was tempted to dip his 
fingers into a dish to taste it. The defturdar, 
unfortunately, observed the act. He de- 
manded of the unhappy man, ill an ironical 
tone, whether the dish was sweet or spun 
The servant was naturally mute with fear. 
The defturdar now ordered him to be nailed 
by the tongue to the door, and his face lo be 
smeared vviih honey, in order, as he ex- 
pressed himself, to stimulate his gustatory 
faculties. Ill this position the unfortunate 
man had to pass two full hours. It took a 
long time before he recovered, and a vari- 
ety of remedies were required to heal his 
tony ue. 

A seyss or groom, whose oflico is, accord- 
ing to custom in Egypt, to iuii before the 
rider, was incapable ol keeping up with the 
defturdar fnirri absolute fatigue, in a lung 
and quick trot! The tyrant struck him with 
liis wtiip to quicken his pace. The unfor- 
tunate man, who was, however, quite ex- 
hausted, as may be supposed, did not be- 
come more active after this remedy hud been 
applied. Fur this, offence the uniiatuial 
barbarian had his feet bound to the tail of a 
horse, and ordered the animal to be driven 
through the slieet* of Lobeid by two other 
seyss. The uiibnppy groom would, no 
doubt, have met bis death in this manner, 
were not the streets paved merely with line 
sand. Thus he received many wounds, but 
none ol which proved mortal. The horse, 
unaccustomed to such usage, turned sud- 
denly round mid struck at the unfortunate 
seyss, who, in desperation, seized the animal 
with all his remaining strength by the head, 
and, to save himself, bit his upper lip. No 
attention was at first paid to this slight 
wound, but in a short time the head of the 
h-'.rse began to swell, and it eventually died. 
The seyss, who was covered wirh wounds, 
however, survived the torture. 

A man gave his neighbor, in a quarrel, a 
box on the ears ; the latter brought a com- 
plaint against him before the defiurdar.

In Ihe evening he was liberated, hut the 
unfortunate man did not long escape the 
vengeance of the tjiant, who, meeting him 
one day in the garden, where he had brush- 
ed up a heap of leaves, necusted biro with, 
,: Dog, thou arl so bad that a lion will not eat 
thee ; but now thou hast made thine own 
grave

The Public Accounts. 

The Lunil Department, anil the fees taken 
in our Courts, are to undergo a searching 
scrutiny before Committees appointed by 
the Assembly. It is high time that the 
public should know how business is man- 
aged in the first, and why moderate fees aro 
not taken in the second. If proper attention 
bo given to bulb these .subjects, wo have 
little doubt but a very great deal of good 
will be done. There is, however, another 
subject that invites the attention of the As- 
sembly ; and we dp not know but that it re- 
quires ventilation even more than the two 
departments named. What wo refer to is 
the debtor ami creditor accounts of the 
Colony, and how the cash is received, kept, 
and paid out. 

We take it that at every session of the 
Legislature, the entire accounts of the Colony 
should be laid before the Assembly in all 
their details, and that that body should in 
the most public way pass upon them ; and 
besides which they should be published for 
tho information of every one. Nothing is 
so well calculated to promote Ihe healthy 
management of public affairs as ventilating 
fully the sums received in the different 
departments, and the amounts disbursed, 
and lo whom. A great many persons are 
under the erroneous impression that public 
business can be done on some principle 
differing essentially Irdm the ordinary modes 
of doing private business, ouch is a very 
great error. The correct merchant examines 
into every item from the stock on hand to the 
stock purchased, into the debits and credits, 
the moneys received, and the moneys dis- 
bursed. Commercial companies do the same 
thing; but they lay belore their stockholders 
at stated periods the exact stale of their af- 
fairs, not only for theii satisfaction, but be- 
cause the shareholders have a right to know- 
how their capital has ken invested, and 
whether a profit or a loss has been made. 
We regard the Colony in the ligltVof a body 
corporate. The executive, judiciary, and 
legislature bear a similai relatiun to the peo- 
ple, as ihe president, secretary, treasurer, 
and board of directors do to the shareholders 
of a commercial company. In the latter 
case it is the bpuuden duty of the oliice- 
bearera to make the whole business fyt tho 
quarter, six months, or year, known to the 
shareholders. Viewing, Ihen, the people in 
the light of shareholders in the body corpo- 
rate, we fully expect a periodical examina- 
tion of our affairs. We regard it as tho 
boundon duty of the Assembly, as directors, 
to examine the debtor and creditor accounts 
uf the Colony once every year, and sue that 
such accounts are laid in detail before the 
people. If the executive fails to do so, sub- 
stitute an executive who will. 

The reasons are obvious why an annual 
examination should be made. It makes those 
in authority sensible ibat they are responsi- 
ble for the deportment co-omitted to their 
responsible to those who pay 
(I—the people. Examination 
and publication of accounts enables the tax- 
payers to see how their muii.y has beer: 
Bpent, whether properly or improperly ; whe- 
ther corruption exists or not j whether they 
have been fleeced to BUppoit a pampered few, 
ot whether government has managed affairs 
well. In foot', it is the very best check a 
people can have on their rufelfi 1$ BO.H upon

So far as the collection of revenue in ihe 
minor departments is concerned, the paying 
over weekly would insure Ihe safe keeping 
of the lunds. BtVt the question' would arise 
what checks would be necessary against tho 
Treasurer? We take it for granted that his 
accounts ought lo be thoroughly audited 
from time to time, and not merely by an 
auditing clerk, but by a Board of Revenue 
Auditors composed of independent citizens. 
Besides, ho should pay out all monies. It 
should not be left as it is, or has been in 
some instances, for departments to pay them- 
selves. The safe-keeping, however, of the 
money is Ihe main question. On that point 
we do not see a more des-rabie. mode than 
that adopted by Canada and Australia ot 
depositing their funds in some well-known i 
bank. It certainly is afar safer mode of! 
keeping money than allowing some four or' 
live otlices to lodge it in their safes. Bo*; 
sides, were our cash deposited in a bank, 
the Treasurer would cheque on the hank, 
and Ihe bank would be a check on tiie 
Treasurer. 

We certainly hope that before the present 
session of the Legislature closes that the 
mattet to which we have alluded, will come 
up for consideration ; and that such a sys- 
tem of checks and balances, of examination 
and publication, will be adopted as will 
insure the entire confidence of tho public in 
ihe different departments, and tend gene- 
rally to promote the interests of the country.

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FROM BRITISH COLUMBIA. 



Tho steamer Ottor arrived from New 
"Westminster at 2 o'eliek on Saturday after- 
noon, bringing 25 passengers end about 
$45,000 in gold dust. 

Salutes were fired at sunrise, noon ant 
sunset on the Fourth at Yale, arid- most of 
the business houses were closed, fa the 
afternoon horse races over the course on 
Douglas street were indulged in. 

A secession flag was raised over the saw- 
toill opposite Yale. Its appearance gavel 
tisa to considerable talk; but no attempt 
was made to haul it down. On the 5th 
•the traitorous emblem still waved over the 
.mill. 

Tho bodj- of u man was picked up at 
Tlope on the 4th: One leg was gone, the 
skull fractured, and several teeth knocked 
out. The budy wns very much decomposed 
and no doubt exists but that it was the re- 
mains of one oY the unfortunate victims by 
the explosion of the steamer Yale on the 
15th of April last, It was supposed first to 
oe •-.the; body of the, lamented Jumteson ; but 
upon a close examination several false teeth 
were observed. As it is well known that 
Capt. Jamieson wore no falso teeth, it was 
decided that it could not be his. The sad 
condition of the remains precluded identifi- 
cation, und even the remnants of clothing 
which still remained were so decayed as to 
be unrecognizable. An inquest was held 
over tho remains by Justice O'Reilly, and a 
verdict of " found drowned" returned. The 
body was interred on the same day in the 
Hope graveyard.^ 

The Hope people were not a whit behind 
their Yale friends in the celebration of the 
Fourth of July. Agenoral holiday was pro- 
claimed by the inhabitants, and canoj, horse 
anil font races took place ; considerable 
sums of money changed hands on tiie re- 
sults. 

At New Westminster and Port Douglas 
the day was also observed in an enthusiastic j 
and creditable manner. 

The Otter brought to this city six sacks of 
silver ore from the new silver lead a few 
miles back from Douglas. The ore is said 
to be rich. The lead is situated near the 
trail, and is called the Lillooet mine. The 
work at the Harrison Lake mines is pro- 
greasing* 

Dewdney's wagon road to Similkameen is 
completed to Heaver Lake, fifteen miles from 
Hope. Beaver Lake is described as one of 
the most beautiful .sheets of water in the 
whole of British Columbia. A neat hotel has 
been erected on its banks, and the vicinity is 
destined at no distant day to becume a popu- 
lar place of resort. 

MogqoVtoes are very troublesome at the 
mouth of Harrison Kiver. The crew of the 
Flying Dutchman, connecting with the Col. 
Moody at Harrison River, find it impossible 
to remain at the mouth of that stream on ac- 
count of those peels ; but receive the Ireish 
ihree miles up. At Now Westminster and 
at other parts of the river the mosquitoes are 
not so annoying. 

Sprague, the luirylar, attempted to break 
jail at New Westminster on Friday night. 
His plans were fortunately discovered in 
time and frustrated by the jailor. About a 
wee.k ago the satno individu.il laid a plan 
whereby himself an-l a fellow prisoner weie 

to pretend tb-disngtjw on BOtno subject; 
Sprague was to splze an aXC and threaten his 
antagonist with ii, and the jailor, attracted 
to the spot by tie: tioi-e, would naturally 
rusli up to prevent injury being dotiV, when 
.Mr. Sprague was to Knock him on tho head, 
take the keys front his body, and Walk lei- 
surely o.-!'. Another eonvirt '• blew" on the 
desperadoes, however, ahd they have been 
since more closely watched than ever.

most sanguine expectations as to tho final 
result. 

In many places where prospecting has 
been prosecuted under the snow, the results 
have been almost fabulous, it being no un- 
common thing to find from $3 toSlO tho pan ! 
Although provisions are high, yet they ure 
by no moans so scarce as we were led to 
suppose by late reports; and few, if any, 
have Jeft that country from this cause. Pack 
trains arc kept in constant employment, and 
packers are doubtless reaping a rich harvest. 
The supply of pack animals between Yale 
and Lillooet and thence to Cariboo falls far 
short of tho demand, so that Indians have to 
be resorted to as a substitute. 

Bullock teams are coming into general 
use ou the first portage from Douglas. 
Messrs. Wright & Nelson have now four of 
\h-itid loams on. the route, and they are found 
to answer the purpose well. 

From the North west Coast and Bute 
Ini.kt. — Mr. Herman Shirpser, of the firm 
of D. & H, Shirpser, arrived yesterday morn- 
ing; on the schooner Nonpariel. from a trad- 
ing voyage to the Northwest coast of British 
Columbia and Bute Inlet. Mr. Shirpser has 
been away three months, and has sailed as 
far North as the Russian Possessions. He 
reports the Indians quiet and favorably dis- 
posed towards traders. Several other 
sehooners were engaged in trading en the 
coast. Furs arc not numerous. On the :28th 
of April the Nonpariel entered Bute Inlet 
and ascended it to its head. They found tho 
country very uninviting in its appearance, 
and during their stay five feet of snow fell. 
The mountains tiro high, and in many 
instances descend to the water's edge. Tho 
tide, in ebbing or (lowing in the Inlet, runs 
at the rate of from eight to ten knots, and 
navigation is rendered not only disagreeable, 
but is also at times unsafe, from a chop- 
sea which continually prevails. At the 
head of the Inlet there is qui to a large flat, 
in front of which good anchorage and fine 
shelter from the winds are to be had. This 
flat has been staked out by the Hudson Bay 
Company, or their agents, in anticipation of 
the founding of a town there. It is the only 
good town-site on the Inlet, and is the only 
really safe place for vessels. Near tho en- 
trance to the Inlet are a few Indian hu\s, 
and at its head there are also a few lodges. 
The Indians inhabitating the shores of the 
Inlet are a dirty, miserable-looking race of! 
beings and go about nearly naked, their only 1 
clothing being strips of sea-weed round about 
their lions. In general appearance and 
habits, our informant pronounces them as 
inferior to the Digger Indians of California, 
who are proverbial for their filthy habits. 
With regard to the route to the interior, Mr. 
Shirpser says ho found only one Indian (a 
Bella-Coola,) who was able to speak Chi- 
nook, and was told by him that the Buteitcs 
could travel— and often did so — from the 
coast to Alexandria and back in fourteen 
days'; The route, ho said, for some distance 
was over precipitous mountains, on the sides 
of which it was an extremely difficult matter 
to maintain a footing. Once over the moun- 
tains, the country was level and easily 
travelable. While Mr. Shirpser was at the 
head of the Inlet, an Indian, in endeavoring 
to ascend one of the mountains, missed his 
fooling and was dashed to pieces on rocks 
many feet below. Mountain sheep are very 
numerous, ami are tho only game encoun- 
tered near the coast in that vicinity. Several 
small creeks make into the Inlet, but they 
principally head in the mountains, and are 
fed by the limiting snow. The Nonpareil 
saw or heard nothing of the exploring 

seiio incr Antelope.

The Big Trees. 

The editor of the San Andreas Independent 
has just paid his first visit of the sea on to 
the tall cedars of Calaveras. As we never 
tire of reading descriptions of these giants 
and as the "Urove is going to be a place of 
popular summor resort, wo will repeat what 
the editor says of them : 

" AVe remained two full days at the Grove, and 
during that time, the better to comprehend the full 
size of the Mammoth Trees, we employed our time 
(assisted by Mr. 13ee, a, visitor all the way fr om 
New Jersey) in taking the measures ol' the chief 
dignitaries "f the forest. Wo found several of 
them to be over 325 tect in high ami over HO feet in 
diameter. In this particular spot we found, also, 
that the sugar pines and the yellow pines attain a 
growth of extraordinary size. Near the " Mother 
of the 1'orest,"— ahoul 80 feet to the north-west 
— stands one which is 200 feet high and S.'i feet in 
diameter. Several others which we measured 
were 9 feet in diameter, and one, in the field to the 
south of the hotel about 200 yards, was 11 feet in 
diameter. When in perfect health it must have 
been 300 feet high, but not* its top is broken oil', 
liy the side of Weir elder gigantic brothers, these 
prodigious sugar-pines appear as mere pigmies— 
Gullivers in urobdignag. A r»i«« calculation will 
show that fourteen such trees as the one 8} feet in 
diameter standing near tho "Mother of the For- 
est," would not quite make up iho bulk of the 
"Mother," and twenty would not equal "Her- 
cules." Astonishing as this statement may seem, 
it is nevertheless true. 

" Willi a tape line we measured the "Miners 
Cabin," one of the largest sized trees, which was 
blown down by the terrible storm of last November. 
From ils rools to the top— which latter has not 
been removed, we found it to be 310 lect. In the 
enur.se of its fall this tree encountered two pines 
about .'! feet in diameter each, both of which were 
literally crushed to atoms. At about ISO feet from 
its roots, and where its diameter is from 10 lo 12 
feet, the "Miner's Cabin" broke into several 
pieces, and also split for 40 or 60 feet, showing the 
various colors and peculiar growth uf the wood in 
a way no where else to be seen. The annual 
growths are marked Very small— twenty to an inch 
—the sap is not more than two inches thick 180 
feet from the roots, and the wood is so brittle that 
it breaks like chalk, and at the broken ends re- 
sembles red sand-stone. A remarkab.c fact about 
these trees is the pertinacity with which they cling 
to life. Wc noticed a stump of a small one which 
had been cut down by some unknown hand, for 
several years, and which has started on a new 
growth from the top of the old Stump, and all 

around under the bark. On the higher limbs of 

the " Mother of the Forest," which has been strip- 
ped ot her bul k lln feet upward, for the last seven 
years, are still growing green and blooming 

branches."
